ERHAPS the plans of the Crimean Con­ 


ference are not all that might be 


wished. But it is always well to be clear, 
not only about objectives, but about alter­ 


natives. 
The objective in this case is lasting 
peace. The alternative is war. 
Perpetual peace is an

ahead for people now living to visualize. 
But a peace hard to break— a durable 
peace— can be attained if nationals of the 
United Nations put their minds and wills 
on attaining it.
